Press Control and 
What it Would Mean 

Fearsome Requirements. 1 Lieut. Gov. 
Reserves Assent 

The Alberta press hymnal passage 
of the Act “to ensure the Publication 
of Accurate News -and Information,'' 
has been commandeered as another 
agency for Social Credit propaganda. 
If the Lieutenant-Governor gives hi: 
assent to the'legislation, the newspa¬ 
pers are obliged to donate a certain 
amount of space each day or each 
week, to statements issued by the gov¬ 
ernment. This is compulsory free ad 
vertising, appropriatihg for nothing 
the space which the publisher has to 
sell. In principle it is the same as a 
toll on the fanner’s grain bin, or a 
tithing of the workman’s wages. 

Every newspaper shall be required 
to print statements as issued by the 
chairman of the board under the Soc¬ 
ial Credit Act, not exceeding one half 
page of a daily newspaper, or one- 
twentieth of a weekly newspaper. Th. 
statements must he published in the 
next regular issue after receipt. The 
government statements may relate t< 
the Objects of the government, tin- 
means taken for attaining these o!>- 
Vets, the circumstance's which hinder 
I he achievement of such objects. "* 
Upon the demand of the chairman 
of the Board, every publisher or edi 
tor, must be prepared to state The 
source from which any information 
emanated in any issue of the newspa. 
per, and the names of all persons by 
whom such information was furnish¬ 
ed; the name and address of a writei 
of any editorial, article or news item 
In case the proprietor, editor, etc 
have lieen guilty of any'violation ot 
any provisions of the act, the public ,1 
tion of the newspaper may be prohib- 
ted. Any person violating any pro¬ 
visions of the act, is liable to a pen 
alty of $500. Any person violating 
any order-in-council made pursuant to 
the act shall be liable to a penalty ol 
$ 1000 . 

Any penalty shall Ire recoverable by 
suit, brought by the chairman 'll any 
civil court, or on summary oonv'ct'oi 
on the complaint of the chairman. 
Statement of the Newspapers 
On Friday, Oct. 1, a statement was 
presented to the Legislative Assombh 
by the Canadian Weekly Newspapers 
( Alberta division) and the daily new: 
papers of Alberta, setting forth th. 
protest of the newspapers. The pres 
>f Alberta consists of 96 weekly news 
paper* and 6 dailies. The statement 
■ailed attention to the fact that in 
Great Britain, rontrol of the press wa 
terminated in 1695, and in that yea 
the freedom of the press was estab 
iished, and control has never been re 
vived.The restrictions on liberty of th* 
iress are contained in the law of lilieL 
n United States freedom of the pre- 
is guaranteed in the Constitution. It 
vlberta, as elsewhere in Canada, 

'ree press and the right of freed on 
if public discussion have been enjoy 
ul by every citizen. 

To place the powers as outlined in 
the Act in the hands-of the chairman 
>f the Social Credit Board is to es¬ 
tablish dictatorship over the ^iress.

CHARTERED BANKS BROADCAST

One of the features of dictatorial con¬ 
trol, of the press in continental Eur¬ 
ope is obligatory publication of gov- 
rment propaganda as and when re¬ 
quired. 

Newspaper Compelled 

A newspaper may lie compelled to 
publish statements it knows or be¬ 
lieves to he false. It could be compell¬ 
ed to publish attacks on persons and 
institutions which it believes are en¬ 
titled to support. 

Press Liable 

The newspaper could be com¬ 
pelled to publish government 
statements containing libels on 
individuals that may do them ir¬ 
reparable harm. |Such individuals 
are deprived by legislation of 
their right of redress by the 
courts. On the other hand, the 
newspaper would remain subject 
to prosecution under the criminal 
code. 

Sets Up Fear 

Any person furnishing news or edi¬ 
torial not aceptable to the government 
mu be de p r iv ed of his only means of 
employment. 

The licensing of trades and indus¬ 
tries, makes it possible for the gov¬ 
ernment to extend this |>eiiulty to 
those whose names have been given 
as having supplied information to a 
reporter or other employee of a news¬ 
paper. Thus there could be set up 
such fear of loss of license as would 
prevent citizens of Alberta from giv¬ 
ing information to newspapers, even 
ed by such government propaganda ol 
public interest. 

The legislation cannot anil does nut. 
apply to newspapers published in

Fear of war caused several heavy- 
slumps in the stock market lately anu 
it affected shares of companies -that in 
common opinion, would benefit by wai 
—nickel and noranda for instance. 
The fact is that peace has every ad¬ 
vantage over war in every ihdustry, 
even those furnishing or in a position 
to furnish war material. Another fact 
is that “war prosperity” has already 
been discounted to some extent h.y wai 
preparation. We do not expect that 
what happened in the Great War will 
happen in a new European war. There 
will be a heavy slump at first followed 
by advancing prices as war order’s 
come in but foreign loans will not be 
so easily obtained and anyone who 
expects such " lavish expenditure as 
occurred in the late war is going to be 
disappointed.

Practically all of the munitions bus¬ 
iness will be confined to the United 
Kingdom, fully equipped now as she 
was not in 1914 and there will be bet¬ 
ter control over prices than there was 
then. That state of unpreparedness 
was costly in cash as it was in men. 
The art of making shells had to be 
taught. Toward the end of the war, 
they were being manufactured at one- 
quarter the cost of 1915. It is difficult 
to keep a tight curb on expenditures 
in war-time but experience and neces¬ 
sity will provide a check that was 
lacking in 1914. Large corporations 
that are commonly thought to profit 
by war would, we believe, give a few 
millions to ensure peace. Any profits 
they might make on war contracts 
would be speedily lost in the reaction, 
and re-establishing after the war is 
over.

Secession From 
Dominion Can’t Be 

Impossible Says S. B. Woods, K.C. in 
Edmonton Journal 

What is being discussed is theXug- 
gestion offered in a few quarters of an 
attempted withdrawal of one of th.’ 
Canadian provinces from the federa 
tion of unilateral action of its govern¬ 
ment for the time being. 

In truth such attempted withdrawal 
if the suggestion of such were to l>e 
adopted by the government would 
amount to nothing more than an an 
nouncement by the government of that 
orqvince that the citizens within it- 
boundaries and the government itself 
!o not propose henceforth to be oound 
by the laws, criminal and civil, that 
heretofore have had binding effect up- 
>n them, nor to acknowledge the sov¬ 
ereignty that heretofore they have 
lcknowledged. Such a declaration, un 
less backed by a sufficient military 
force to carry it out, is merely a nul- 

'ity.

tain and her other dominions and de¬ 
pendencies—nothing short of this wifi 
serve. For in the las t analysis the lav 
of the land must be obeyed; behind it 
and supporting it where necessary is 
the police and military force whose 
aid it is entitled to enlist. 

The most outstanding example in 
modern times of an attempted with¬ 
drawal of a number of self-govern¬ 
ment units from a federation is that of 
the southern states of the United 
States of America in 1861. Their loy 
alty to their individual states, not t- 
the Union as such. It required foui 
vears of dreadful war to resolve tile 
dispute between these two sections of 
the United States ami to unite th* 
country so that the first loyalty of it- 
citizens is to th’e Union and not tr 
'heir individual states. Only then di-' 
the Union become a nation. 

In Canada it is safe to say that th*- 
individual loyalty of the vast major 
ity of its citizens is to the federate 1 
•ominion anil not to their individual 
»ro vince*. 

Those who speak of secession ir 
connection with a Canadian proving 
are probably rn'sled by the seemin- 
analogy of the vehemency withdrawn' 
of one of the parts of the British com 
monwealth from the whole. In fact

there is no such analogy. There is no 
Statute of Westminster governing the 
relations between the Dominion and 
the provinces. Those relations are gov¬ 
erned by /the British North Ameri'-a 
act which makes no provision express-' 
ly or by implication for the dissolution 
of the confederacy into its component 
parts. Apart from a recasting of Con¬ 
federation by the common consent and 
agreement of all its parts, by ar.nexa-' 
tion of Canada with the United States 
or by conquest from without, the prov¬ 
inces of Canada will ever remain part 
and parcel of the Dominion, and the 
province of Alberta will remain a 
province of Canada.—Edmonton Jour¬ 
nal.

The Vagaries of Politics 

Do things just happen in a hap¬ 
hazard fashion in politics, without 
rhyme or reason? 

For instance, how did Mr. Abe r hart 
or Mr. Hepburn become Provincial 
premiers? We know that Joe'Louis 
beat Tommy Farr on points; we know 
a certain horse wins a certain race— 
but there is a reason, which is quite 
obvious. 

Contrary to things in politics, 
things don't happen haphazard in or¬ 
dinary life, but in an ordered sequence 
If we shirk our work we get censure 
and sometimes what is known as the 
sack.

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The Facts About Banking in Canada 

Reproduced from the Fourth Broadcast in a Series by Vernon Knowles for the Chartered Banks of Canada and Delivered Over a Province-Wide Network 
of Alberta Stations on Tuesday Evening, September 28th, from 8:30 to 8:45, and Wednesday, September 29th, from 12:00 noon to 12:15. 

Loans Made to 57,634 Albertans This Year..,. Sixty Per Cent to Individuals How a Bank is Formed ♦ . . . Shareholders Face "Double 

Liability" .... Banks Regulated by Canadian People Through Parliament-Deals With Bank Services .... 49,000 Shareholders Own 

Canada's Chartered Banks ... No Concentration of Power. . . Tells About Alberta's Bank Depositors and Shareholders. 


T HIS year, between the first day 
of January and the last day of 
August, Canada’s Chartered 
Banks have made loans to no fewer 
than 57,634 Alberta customers. Who 
got those loans? 20,502 of them 
went direct to farmers and ranchers. 
Other individuals obtained 13,050 
> loans. !,701 home-owners got Home 
Improvement Loans — so that Can¬ 
ada’s Chartered Banks this year, 
have extended new loans to 35,253 
individuals — farmers, ranchers, 
home-owners and other private bor¬ 
rowers. Commercial loans number¬ 
ing 13,926 have been made to other 
than individuals in the same period; 
municipalities and school districts 
also obtained many new loans. 

Out of 57,634 new loans made this 
year in Alberta, more than 60 per 
cent of them went to individuals. 

• Don’t let anyone tell you we’ve stop¬ 
ped lending in Alberta. 

__Now, I return to the question, 
“What is a bank?” As I said in an 
earlier broadcast: “Above all things 
a bank is a place where you or your 
children can deposit money with ab¬ 
solute assurance that^ any time you 
demand it you can get it back in full, 
intact and with interest.” 

A bank is formed by a group of 
responsible people ^vho believe that 
they can offer a service which a com¬ 
munity needs and is willing to pay 
for, at a rate which will yield a rea¬ 
sonable profit. These are the motives 
of any business. 

Those desiring to form, the bank 
name five Provisional Directors, who 
then must petition the Dominion 
Parliament for an Act of Incorpora¬ 
tion, The Bank Act demands that 
the Provisional Directors must them¬ 
selves be subscribers to shares in the 
bank. The Bank Act is a Dominion 
law — without such law the business 
of accepting the people’s deposits 
and making loans would be wholly 
without safeguard. 

After Parliament has acted, the 
Provisional Directors are author¬ 
ized to invite public subscriptions for 
the shares. Before any person buys 
any share the statute requires that 
there be placed before him, in large 
type, Section 125 of the Bank Act, 
whidviuforms him that if the bank 
becomes insolvent, the shareholder 
will be liable to pay once more an 
.•'mount eoual to the par value of his 
shares. This is what is known as 
' double liability.” Since the Bank 
of Canada was opened the double lia- 
>Uitv has been slightly modified and, 
•>.s this central bank under Govern¬ 
ment control, assumes more and 
more the right of note issue, the 
double liability of chartered bank 
shareholders will be further ad¬ 
justed. 

You will see that the law puts a 
serious responsibility upon the share¬ 
holder and deliberately forces it upon 
his attention, in order that those who 
are going to handle other people's 
money must realize their responsibil¬ 
ity to the full. The people are thus 
safeguarded against fly-by-night 
promoters. 

When Half a Million Dollars worth 
of stock, in the new bank has been 
subscribed and half of that amount 
paid tip, this $250,000 must be 
placed in the hands of the Minister 
of Finance. When the Minister is 
satisfied that the public interest is 
safeguarded, he returns the $250,000 
to the bank and issues a certificate 
permitting the bank to open for busi¬ 
ness. The Bank Act then becomes its 
charter. Any idea that this bank 
has to put money into Government 
Bonds to obtain currency is wholly 
^without foundation. 

Canada’s Chartered Banks do not 
enjoy a monopoly of the right to 
print money. They never did enjoy 
any such monopoly. You often hear 
it said that Canada’s Chartered 
Banks alone can “Make money” and 
that we can print our own notes and 
circulate them in unlimited amounts 
—such statements are absolutely 
false. Up to 1934 each Chartered 
Bank had the right to issue notes — 
not in unlimited Amounts — but only 
up to the amount of the capital actu¬ 
ally paid up. There were two excep¬ 
tions to this rule—the first was that 


we were permitted to make a fifteen 
per cent increase in note isSue, for a 
limited period only, for crop moving 
purposes. The second exception was 
that over our paid-up capital we 
could issue dollar for dollar against 
gold or Dominion notes, deposited in 
the central gold reserves. These ex¬ 
ceptions are no longer in force. 

With the Bank of Canada estab¬ 
lished, and controlled by the Domin-^. 
ion Government we can now issue 
oiir own notes only up to ninety per 
cent of the amount of our paid-up 
capital. Every year there is to be a 
further reduction. The Bank of Can¬ 
ada issues, notes and as the note issue 
right of the Chartered Banks is 
progressively cut down the Bank 
of Canada’s note issue will take its 
place. In other words, the right to 
issue our own notes is being steadily 
taken from us and vested in the Bank 
of Canada, which, I would remind 
you, is the Government’s central 
bank, not a chartered bank. 

I pointed out, in an earlier broad¬ 
cast, that no business is subject to 
such complete control and such Par¬ 
liamentary scrutiny as are the Char¬ 
tered Banks. Can you name another 
business in Canada in which every 
company’s charter automatically ex¬ 
pires at one time and can only be 
renewed after Parliamentary inves¬ 
tigation ? 

Although the Bank Act can be 
amended at any time by Parliament 
every ten years bank charters expire 
and the Act is thrown open for what 
is known as the “decennial revision” 

—which is a most sweeping and 
searching inquiry, conducted by the 
Banking and Commerce Committee 
of the House of Commons. Mr. Nor¬ 
man Jaques, M.P., for Wetaskiwin; 
Mr. J. C. Landeryou, M.P. for Cal¬ 
gary East, 'and Mr. Victor Quelch, 
M.P. for Acadia, ^re the Alberta 
Members of the Baiiking and Com¬ 
merce Committee. It is a large Com¬ 
mittee, with every Province and 
every political party represented, so 
you see that the people do not lack 
in any sense, for the most penetrat¬ 
ing examination of the business of 
banking. Who regulates the banks? 
None other than the Canadian peo¬ 
ple, through their elected representa¬ 
tives. ' 

Into the Bank Act, by reason of 
the work of the Committee from year 
to year, have been built all of the 
safeguards arising from the lessons 
of the past. 

Now I would like to deal with the 
services that a bank performs. These 
are many and varied. The bank ac¬ 
cepts and safeguards your deposits 
and extends the credit based upon 
them to responsible people. 

Alberta folk will easily follow the 
illustration of bank credit I’m now 
going to give you. This is harvest¬ 
time and in the fortunate parts of 
the Province the farmer is starting 
to haul his grain to the elevator. 
When he delivers his wagon-load 
there, he gets a grain ticket. 

He takes the ticket into the bank 
and the bank gives him cash for it. 

What does the bank do with the 
grain ticket then? 

At the end of the day the bank lists 
separately all of the grain tickets is¬ 
sued by each elevator company. It 
sends them to Calgary or Winnipeg, 
to be collected from the Head Office 
of the Elevator Company which is¬ 
sued the tickets. 

How does the Elevator Company 
redeem the tickets? During the 
movement of a heavy crop, such a 
company is not likely to have suffi¬ 
cient funds of its own to purchase 
all’of the grain handled from day to 
day. 

So the bank advances the sum re¬ 
quired against the security of the 
grain, until the buyer in Liverpool 
pays for it. The bank collects from 
him. The proceeds go to the grain 
company which pays off the money 
the bank advanced. ~ 

What happens is this: 

The farmer gets his cash on 
delivery of the -grain to the elevator 
without any waitihg. And the bank 
provides credit from that moment 


on, until the grain is paid for, prob¬ 
ably months later. 

Let me point out that the "tickets” 
were anchored to something — in 
this case they were anchored to the 
finest form of real wealth — new 
wealth—grain, newly produced from 
the soil. You know no ship can be 
anchored safely unless the anchor is 
firmly embedded m something. 

We extend bank credit to people 
who can, with some certainty, be ex¬ 
pected to repay. We can only lend 
to responsible people because we our¬ 
selves are responsible to the de¬ 
positors. 

The banks provide the machinery 
for carrying out dozens of widely- 
varied, day-to-day'transactions; sim¬ 
plifying business and facilitating the 
exchange of goods and services. The 
bank provides a place for you to 
leave in safe custody valuable docu¬ 
ments or other papers; your title 
deeds; your life and fire insurance 
policies; valuables such as jewelery; 
and stocks and bonds. The bank col¬ 
lects your commercial bills, either at 
home or abroad. It transfers money 
from one part of the country to an¬ 
other, as you may require; and it 
takes care of shipment and safe¬ 
guarding of securities. These are 
only examples of the services a Char¬ 
tered Bank performs. 

No doubt many of our listeners 
have been told that banks simply 
swap cheques. There seems to be an 
idea that there is never any settle¬ 
ment between banks. Here is another 
homely illustration: Tom Smith, in 
Calgary, runs a clothing store and 
Jim McGregor goes in to buy a suit 
of clothes. He gives Tom Smith his 
cheque for, say $27.50. The cheque 
is drawn on Jim’s bank — let’s call 
it Bank A. On the other hand Tom 
does business with Bank B so Tom 
deposits Jim’s cheque in Bank B and 
immediately gets credit for the face 
amount. , 

But then what happens? Does 
Bank B simply send the cheque to 
Bank A, and does Bank A simply 
cancel that cheque and destroy it, 
after deducting the $27.50 from 
Jim’s account? 

No — what does happen is this — 
Before Jim McGregor’s cheque gets 
back to Jim’s bank it has to go 
through the Clearing House. The 
Clearing House is part of a national 
system, under which settlements are 
effected through the Bank of Can¬ 
ada. Daily each bank gathers to¬ 
gether and totals the cheques 
deposited with it which are drawn 
upon each of the other banks. Every 
morning these are taken to the 
Clearing House. Where it is found 
that one bank has a balance due to it 
from any other bank, the difference 
is settled daily, through the Bank of 
Canada, by the payment of cash — 
not chartered bank bills — cash. 
This ultimate settlement through the 
Clearing House system is altogether 
ignored, or is too little understood, 
by many of those who criticize the 
Banks. 

It is not difficut to understand 
when reduced to its simplest terms. 
We point out to you that, if Jim Mc¬ 
Gregor’s cheque was the only cheque 
issued that day, Jim’s Bank, Bank A, 
would have had, to pay to Tom’s 
bank. Bank B, the sum of $27.50 in 
cash — bills of the Bank of Canada. 

Every balance between banks is 
ultimately settled in cash. 

Now who owns the banks? There 
are more than 49,000 shareholders in 
Canada’s Chartered Banks, more 
than 500 of them in Alberta. Most 
of the shareholdings are small—the 
average is less than 30 shares. Mahy 
of the shareholders are women to 
whom bank shares have been willed 
or Trustees who hold the shares for 
Estates of persons who have died. 
Many others are individuals who, 
after a lifetime of toil have sold their 
farms, or other holdings, and invest¬ 
ed their money in bank shares as a 
source of income. These are exam¬ 
ples to show the kind of people who 
own Canada’s Banks. These are the 
people who are accused of being a 
part of the fabled, “International 
Ring.” They are mostly Canadians, 


you)' fellow-citizens, and most«of the 
business that is done by their banks 
is Canadian business. .Some of you 
may have been given a word-picture 
of a small group of men, owning all. 

• the banks, sitting around a table and 
conspiring daily to use all of every¬ 
body else’s money for their own pro¬ 
fit. Let us examine it — There is 
no concehtration of power 'in the 
hands of any small gr oup . The share¬ 
holders annually elect, of their own 
free choice, 167 Directors of known 
and proven business ability. Their 

..work is to safeguard the interests of 
the shareholders, note-holders and 
depositors, in co-operation with the 
salaried executives — every one of 
whom started out as a junior in some 
small branch. These Directors own 
less than four per cent of the shares 
issued. 

Banks each month have to report 
to the Government sworn particulars 
of the loans made to Bank Directors 
and to firms in which they are part¬ 
ners and loans for which they are 
guarantors. The most recent return 
shows that these advances are only a 
108th part of the total bank loans. 

No Director of a bank may vote, 
nor may he even be present at a 
meeting of the Board, when loans to 
himself, or any business concern in 
which he is a partner or director, are 
under consideration. 

About 40% of Canada’s people ' 
have savings deposits. Applying 
the same percentage to the popula¬ 
tion of Alberta it would appear that 
roughly 240,000 Albertans are sav¬ 
ings depositors. A bank deposit is 
a loan to the bank. It is a debt owing 
by the bank. If there is a tyranny in 
lending are the banks tyrannized by 
the depositors? When a friend bor¬ 
rows from another is the lender a 
tyrant? Wd leave the answer to our 
listeners. 

Parliament in its wisdom, acting 
upon recommendations of the Bank¬ 
ing and Commerce Committee from 
time to time, has legislated to ppe- 
vent the banks from doing certain 
things. V 

A bank may not lend money on 
mortgages, for loan? must 1>e of short 
term and quickly realizable. A bank 
is forbidden to engage in trade. It 
cannot buy, or lend, against its own 
shares or those of any other bank. 

There are provisions that restrict 
a bank in lending to any Director. It 
cannot let its name appear on certain 
prospectuses. It cannot let its staff 
represent insurance companies and 
there are heavy penalties laid down 
for violation of these and other pro¬ 
visions of the Bank Act. 

Canada’s Chartered Banks are not 
your masters; they are not tyranni¬ 
cal; they are your servants/ — The 
Canadian People, through their Par¬ 
liament, have so legislated as to keep 
them that way. 

Just before my time is up, I would 

* like to say that I have before me a 
poster which an organization in Ed¬ 
monton is sending out over the 
Province. It says, “Tax the Banks— 
it Costs them Nothing.” 

The poster to which I have referred 
presumes to quote from the Encyclo¬ 
paedia Britannica, but 1 assure you 
that the extracts-are divorced from 
their context and are so used as to 
convey a meaning exactly opposite 
from the meaning intended by the 
author, Mr. R. G. Hawtrey, an officer 
of the British Treasury. 

' You all know that when you pay 
taxes it costs you something. A bank 
is no different, in that respect, from 
any of you. Would your own munici¬ 
pality say that when the bank; pays 
its taxes, the municipality gets noth¬ 
ing? However, we do not plan to 
waste time on absurdities, but let me 
sav just this: That we showed you 
last week, that 180 bank branches in 
Alberta were operated at a loss in 
1935, and that new and added taxes 
had since been imposed. 

We showed you the alternative — 
either pass the added charges on to 
our customers, or close branches to 
the point where ends can be made to 
meet. If it cost us nothing to pay 
taxes, we would have no such alter¬ 
native to worry about.

The petroleum industry, along with 
other industries, has always been wil¬ 
ling to support a reasonable and equi¬ 
table tax program. But when discrim 
inatory taxation reaches the point 
when the taxes paid annually by a 
single industry equal the total annual 
payroll, it is time that effective stepr- 
were taken to combat a situation that 
can only end in economic disaster. 

As collectors of the gasoline tax, fil¬ 
ling station operators large and small, 
may labor under the delusion the pub¬ 
lic is paying the tax hill and the ven¬ 
dor himself is not losing any money in 
the operation. That is not the case. 
When one third of the amount the cus¬ 
tomer pays goes to the government, 
a good proportion of that one-third 
would otherwise go into the purchase 
price of more petroleum products. 

No one disputes that governments 
must levy taxes. But in recent years 
there has been a tendency either to 
make it too much or to shift more oi 
the load on the back of industry. 

Unfortunately - political reasons 
have sometimes been back of such pol¬ 
icies. “Letting George mn the govern¬ 
ment” has opened the door for politics 
and frlosed it to statesmanship.
